tutional system of the United States 
has not been diminished through the 
publicity

trial. 


The world still believes that the fed- 


eral government 
could have inter- 


vened and saved the lives of the two 
Italians. 
And by the world, one 


means popular opinion, which only in 
a few instances did the editorial writ- 
ers of prominent journals abroad seek 
to affect. 


The fact that a state like Massach- 


usetts has absolutely sovereign con 
trol of the police power so far as 
crimes committed within her borders 
are concerned does not seem to have 
seeped in. The various legal moves 
made in an effort 
to draw in the 


supreme court of the United States 
•went unexplained to foreign opinion 
As a consequence, reports reaching 
hero show that all Americans 
are 


condemned for the slow and tortuous 
process by which Massachusetts ar- 
rived at her final verdict and the 
American government 
is somehow 


held'at fault 
for-not having inter- 


vened and asked Massachusetts to 
give the offenders'a new trial. 


The amount of intervention which 


the federal government has done with 
respect to state i crimes can be num- 
bered on the fingers of the hand. 
President Wilson did intercede with 
two state governors, but he had no 
power to change the result. It was 
simply the prestige of the presidential 
office which was being brought 
to 


bear. President 
Coolidge probably 


realized how futile would be his own 
appeal as it was his own state and he 
actually had sat in tho same gover- 
nor's chair. 


COMPELLED TO EXPLAIN 


Neverthless, 
American 
diplomats 


are obliged nowadays to do. a lot of 
explaining, just as they have had to 
explain away the commitment made 
at Paris by President "Wilson and the 
repudiation by the senate of that act. 
Knowledge of the American constitu- 
tional systems appear woefully lack- 
ing in foreign countries and the Sac- 
co-Vanzetti case has served only to 
reveal the ill-effects of such a situa- 
tion. 
The American government has been 


advised to be sure that most of the 
demonstrations have nothing 
to do 


•with the merits of the case and that 
the communists need very little excuse 
to- provoke outbursts on the part of 
•workers. Every 
incident that illus- 


trates alleged injustice to the "prole- 
tariat" is used as a basis for propa- 
ganda and agitation.. The foreign gov- 
ernments who are able to control their 
press did not at first realize that the 
denunciations which they permitted of 
all things American 
would only fan 


the flames of communism and an- 
archy. 


Were the Sacco-Vanzetti- case to 


happen over again it is 
doubtful 


•whether the conservative European 
governments would have allowed such 
free play to the anti-American senti- 
ment. 
The federal 
government naturally 


regrets that anything should arise to 
prejudice world opinion against the 
United States even for brief intervals 
but it is powerless to offset such im- 
pressions as are produced.

dustrial and private pilots are ques- 
tioned only on air traffic rules.

AH these examinations are given

Madison—A nasty fight-is being put 


up by a small grey worm against all 
the equipment and man power that a 
$10,000,000 government appropiration 
can muster. It is the battle to" save 
the great corn crop of America from 
the ravages of the European corn bor 
er. 


As yet the borer has not reached 


Wisconsin's borders. But in spite of 
all efforts to check its advance, there 
is always the possibility of its arrival 
in Badger flelds at any time.

burn him.' Secreted in the hard cob 
of the corn ear. his "dugout" is quite 
impossible to reach with poisons or 
chemicals. He is not daunted by long 
spells of drought. 


Therefore, when war is declared)on 


"Pyrausta nubilalis," more familiarlj 
known to the forces engaged as the 
European corn borer, a battle of some 
magnitude is to be expected. The 
mother moth contributes large regi 
ments of fresh recruits as a sequel ti 
a season's fattening on. the corn—be 
fore she becomes a moth. It seems t 
be the self-imposed 
duty of 
every 


mother moth to contribute at least 40 
fresh, hungry, fighting borers all readj 
to entrench themselves in the corn 
crop by July of each year., With an 
army of-400 to take her place, her dut> 
is fulfilled. 


The insect remains in the larva 


stage from the time it descends upon 
the corn plant during July and Au 
gust until about April, May, or June 
depending1 on the season', when i 
spins itself a temporary shelter in 
which to disguise its identity. A month 
or so later the change is complete. Th< 
moth emerges and proceeds at once t< 
bolster up the borer forces by laying 
eggs, which in turn hatch out into new 
destructive regiments. 


Not only does .this many-lived and 


tough warrior put up a tenacious bat 
tie on grounds where he is once en 
trenched, but he makes the unwitting 
tourist or the careless farmer, wh< 
may buy from affected districts, hi; 
allies. Government inspection of tour 
ists passing through these sections an 
strict quarantine on all corn grown in 
such areas, are doing considerable to 
wards upsetting this ruse. 


At the present rate of speed the corn 


borer will probably not reach Wiscon 
sin for a number of years, and in th 
meantime, some way may be devised 
to wipe it out altogether. On the othe 
hand, it may be accidentally transport 
ed in corn or similar products at an> 
time. It therefore behooves farmers 
and citizens of Wisconsin generally t 
be- ever on guard against any such oc 
curence.

FOR GHEESEMAKERS 


Demand for Butter and Ice 


Cream Makers Impells U. 
W. to Open Classes

An increasing demand for cheese- 


makers and buttcrmakers, trained in 
the theory and practice of manufac- 
turing in being shown in the states. 
The reason Is that factory owners are. 
after operators who are able to im- 
prove the Duality of dairy products 
and increase the yield by the use of 
modern methods of testing and manu- 
facture, and there Is a shortage in 
this class of experts. As aids in meet- 
ing the demand for dairy operators, 
dairy courses are being offered by the 
college of agriculture, university of 
Wisconsin, which lists the entrance 
requirement of these courses, outlines 
the work to be done by students and 
enumerates the requirements for ob- 
taining certificates. 


"There is a constantly increasing 


demand 
for trained buttermakers, 


"says a statement, "ice cream mak- 
ers, city milk plant men. cheese- 
makers, and men who understand the 
process of manufacturing condensed 
milk, evaporated milk,' milk powder 
and so forth. 


"The owners and boards of direc- 


tors of dairy manufacturing plants 
liave learned that men with some 
training in the theory as well as the 
practice of manufacturing dairy prod- 
ucts are much more valuable to the 
factory than untrained men. 


The quality as well as the yield 


of dairy products made from 
milk 


and cream depends to a large extent 
on the manufacturing methods and 
amount of knowledge the 
workers 


have of the modern ways of testing 
their products and of saving the by 
products. 


MUST CONTROL. MOISTURE 


"The moisture and the fat content 


of both butter and cheese is some 
thing that must be controlled because 
of the influence 
they have on the 


yield and the quality of these prod 
ucts. Further, the factory workmen 
should bscome interested in the smal 
leaks and losses as well as in the sav- 
ing of fuel in the every day opera- 
tion of a factory, and this is one o" 
the things we teach them. 


"The courses of instruction in the 


manufacture of dairy products are 
arranged to meet the needs of (1) The 
beginner, (2) The 
man with

duce north in exchange for about 
$3.000.000.

The little one-story 
bank at Pahokere. on Lake Okeechobee, 
is bulging with $49.000 more in depos- 
its than ever before in its history and 
in addition has $100,000 more in re- 
sources.

A shallow scn- 
timentalis.Ti led the country into the trap 
ind it swallowed the bait. After it has had 
a sober perspective of recent events it will 
sec that it made a fool of itself. 


DARE-DEVIL AVIATION 


During the last fjew months the United 


States navy has been spending most of its 
time looking for missing aviators. Many 
of them have been ''stunt'' fliers, some 
trying to establish1 a record and others 
trying to win prizes. Today the navy at 
great expense is combing the 
Pacific 


ocean for a number of missing contes- 
tants in the San Francisco to Honolulu 
race. Another who set out on a perilous 
4500 mile trip largely over South America 
is lost'and an intensive search for him is 
under way. Another plane with two nav- 
igators is attempting to beat the record 
around the world. 


This orgy in desperate chance taking 


aviation, which has already cost the lives 
of many persons, followed in the wake of 
Lindbergh's great feat in flying alone 
from New York to Paris. Some of it has 
served useful scientific and practical pur- 
poses, but much of it has not. Too much 
of it has been in the nature of exploits 
pure and simple to gain notoriety or to 
win money. Many fliers have been ex- 
ceedingly reckless, taking hazards not 
warranted by the state of airplane devel- 
opment. 


It is time tfie brakes were applied to 


these aerial adventurers, and the govern- 
ment does well to discourage exploits 
which can not be approved from a purely 
scientific and practical standpoint.- Noth- 
ing is to be gained by the risking of lives 
in reckless flying, and far too many-'of- the 
trips undertaken lately have been of this 
character. The government cannot afford 
to spend its time and money in following 
up these notoriety seekers and retrieving 
their misfortunes. 


It will be some time before aviation ad- 


vances to the point where long sustained 
flights are feasible and trans-Atlantic ser- 
vice is possible. 
One may succeed here 


and there, but the odds of failure pre- 
dominate. Lindbergh, Byrd. Chamberlin 
and Maitland have shown the possibilities 
of long distance aviation. Hut much re- 
mains to be done before the possibilities 
are to be realized. 
There must be im- 


provement in the machines both to insure 
sustained flight and to weather adverse 
elements before intercontinental service 
can be established, and before aviation in 
this field becomes of real use. 


Instead of trying to see whether feats 


thus far accomplished this year cah be 
excelled by a narrow margin, or who is 
willing to risk the greatest perils, it would 
be better to undertake the building of bet- 
ter and safer machines. Only by doing 
this can aviation -take its next great step 
forward.
